That 
is included, certainly, but that this 
promise refers primarily to tem- 
poral or material] blessing is made 
clear by quoting. the next verse, 
“And I will rebuke the devourer

When the children of Israel en- 


| tered Palestine, God commanded

them to let that land rest one year 
out of seven. Why so? Was it 
that the land needed the rest? 
do not think so, for Palestine had 
the richest soil in the world. But 
I believe it was that the Lord might 
have an opportunity to manifest 
a supernatural power in their ma- 
terial affairs by performing a mir- 
acle on their behalf every sixth 
year, by sending them enough to 
tide them over through the seventh 
and until they should be able to 
reap their crops in the eighth year. 
I believe that our God is only wait- 
ing for an opportunity to manifest 
Himself in our temporal and ma- 
terial affairs today. In fact our 
text is a challenge in that direc- 
tion. “And prove me now herewith, 
saith the Lord of Hosts.” 


I could give many illustrations 
of this from my own experience 
and observation, but on account 
of limited space I shall cite but this 
one. A young farmer living near 
La Salle, Dlinois, where we held 
a union revival campaign in Jan- 
uary, 1933, was led to become a 
tither through hearing a sermon I 
preached on the subject at that 
time. A little over two years later 
—at my request—he wrote out and 
sent me his testimony which is as 
follows: “Following a sermon de- 
livered by Rev. Oscar Lowry two 
years ago, we began giving our 
tithes unto the Lord.

Many children of God are so 
deeply exercised on the matter of 
guidance that it may be helpful to 
give a few suggestions as to know- 
ing the way in which our Father 
would have us walk, and the work 
He would have us do. The impor- 
tance of the subject cannot be ex- 
aggerated; so much of our power 
and peace consists in knowing 
where God would have us be, and 
in being just there. 

The manna only falls where the 
cloudy pillar broods; but it is cer- 
tain to be found on the sands, 
which a few hours ago were glis- 
tening in the flashing light of the 
heavenly fire, and are now shad- 
owed by the fleecy canopy of cloud. 
If we are precisely where our 
heavenly Father would have us to 
be, we are perfectly sure that He 
will provide food and raiment, and 
everything beside. When He sends 
His servants to Cherith, He will 
make even the ravens to bring 
them food. 

How much of our Christian work 
has been abortive because we have 
persisted in initiating it for our- 


selves, instead of ascertaining what | 


God was doing, and where He re- 
quired our presence! We dream 
bright dreams of success. 
to command it. We call to our aid 
all kinds of expedients, question- 
able or otherwise. At last we turn 
back, disheartened and ashamed, 
like children who are torn and 
scratched by the brambles, and 
soiled by the quagmire. None of 
this had come about if only we had 
been, from the first, under God’s 
unerring guidance. He might test 
us, but He could not allow us to 
mistake. 

Naturally, the child of God, long- 
ing to know his Father’s will, turns 
to the sacred Book, and refreshes 
his confidence by noticing how in 
all ages God has guided those who 
dared to trust Him up to the very 
hilt, but who at the time must 
have been as perplexed as we are 
often now. We know how Abra- 
ham left kindred and country, and 
started, with no other guide than 
God, across the trackless desert to 
a land which he knew not. We 
know how for forty years the Is- 
raelites were led through the pen- 
insula of Sinai, with its labyrinths 
of red sandstone and its wastes 
of sand. We know how Joshua, in 
entering the Land of Promise, was 
able to cope with the difficulties of 
an unknown region, and to over- 
come great and warlike nations, 
because he looked to the Captain 
of the Lord’s hosts, who ever leads 
to victory.

These are but specimens. The

the wanderer across the deep. Well 
may the prophet sum up the herit- 
age of the servants of the Lord by 
saying of the Holy City, “All thy 
children shall be taught of the 
Lord, and great shall be the peace 
of thy children.” 

And yet it may appear to some 
tried and timid hearts as if every 
one mentioned in the Word of God 


was helped, but they are left with- 
out help. They seem to have stood 
before perplexing problems, face to 
face with life’s mysteries, eagerly 
longing to know what to do, but 
no angel has come to tell them, 
and no iron gate has opened to 
them in the prison-house of cir- 
cumstances. 


Some lay the blame on their own 
stupidity. Their minds are blunt 
and dull. They cannot catch God’s 
meaning, which would be clear to 
others. They are so nervous of 
doing wrong that they cannot learn 
Clearly what is right. “Who is 
blind, but my servant? or deaf, as 
my messenger that I sent? Who 
is blind as he that is perfect, and 
blind as the Lord’s servant?” Yet, 
how do we treat our children? One 
child is so bright-witted and so 
keen that a little hint ig enough to 
indicate the way; another was born 
dull; it cannot take in your mean- 
ing quickly. Do you only let the 
clever one know what you want? 
Will you not take the other upon 
your knee and make clear to it the 
directions which baffle it? Does 
not the distress of the tiny nurs- 
ling who longs to know that it may 
immediately obey, weave an almost 
stronger bond than that whic 
binds you to the rest? Oh! wea 
perplexed, and stupid children; be- 
lieve in the great love of God, and 
cast yourselves upon it, sure that 
He wili come down to your ignor- 
ance, and suit Himself to your 
needs, and will take “the lambs in 
His arms and carry them in His 
bosom, and gently lead those that 
are with young.”

‘subtle working of self in our holi- 
est and loveliest hours. It poisons 
our motives. It breathes decay on 
our fairest fruit-bearing. It whis- 
pers seductive flatteries inte our 
pleased ears. It turns th@ spirit 
from its holy purpose, as the mass- 
es of iron on ocean steamers deflect 
the needle of the compass from the 
pole. 

So long as there is some thought 
of personal advantage, some idea 
of acquiring the praise and com- 
mendation of men, some aim at 
self-aggrandisement, it will be 
simply impossible to find out God’s 
purpose concerning us. The door 
must be resolutely shut against all 
these if we would hear the still 
smal] voice. All cross-lights must 
be excluded if we would see the 
Urim and Thummim stone brighten 
with God’s “Yes,” or darken with 
His “No.” 

Ask the Holy Spirit to give you 
the single eye, and to inspire in 
your heart one aim alone: that 
which animated our Lord, and en- 
abled Him to cry, as He reviewed 
His life, “I have glorified Thee on 
the earth.” Let this be the watch- 
word of our lives, “Glory to God 
in the highest.” Then our “whole 
body shall be full of light, having 
no part dark, as when the bright 
shining of a candle doth give light.” 


1t.—Our Will Must Be Surrendered 


“My judgment is just; because I 
seek not mine own will, but the will 
of the Father which hath sent me” 
(John 5:30). This was the secret 
which Jesus not only practiced, but 
taught. In one form or another He 
was constantly insisting on a sur- 
rendered will, as the key to perfect 
knowledge. “If any man will do 
His will, he shall know.” 

There igs all the difference be- 
tween a will which is extinguished 
and one which is surrendered. God 
does not demand that our wills 
should be crushed out, like the 
sinews of a fakir’s unused arms. 
He only asks that they should say 
“Yes’’ to Him. Pliant to Him as the 
willow twig to the practiced hand, 


Many a time, as the steamer has

If you cannot give, let Him 
take. If you are not willing, con- 
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fess that you are willing to be. 
made willing. Hand yourself over 
to Him to work in you, to will and 
and to do of His own good pleasure. 
We must be as plastic clay, ready 
to take any shape that the great 
Potter may choose, so shall we be 
able to detect His guidance. 


Itl.— We Must Seek Information 
For Our Mind 


This is certainly the next step. 
God has given us these wonderful 
faculties of brain-power, and He 
will not ignore them. In grace He 
does not cancel the action of any 
of His marvelous bestowments, but 
He uses them for the communica- 
tion of His purposes and thoughts. 

It is of the greatest importance, 
then, that we should feed our minds 
with facts, with reliable informa- 
tion, with the results of human ex- 
perience, and (above all) with the 
teachings of the Word of God. It 
is matter for the utmost adm'ira- 
tion to notice how full the Bible 
is of biography and history, so that 
there is hardly a single crisis in 
our lives that may not be matched 
from those wondrous pages. There 
ig no book like the Bible for cast- 
ing a light on the dark landings 
of human life. 

We have no need or right to run 
hither and thither to ask our 
friends what we ought to do; but 
there is no harm in our taking 
pains to gather all reliable infor- 
mation, on which the flame of holy 
thought and consecrated purpose 
may feed and grow strong. It is 
for us ultimately to decide as God 
shall teach us, but His voice may 
come to us through the voice of 
sanctified common-sense, acting on 
the materials we have collected. Of 
course at times God may bid us 
act against our reason, but these 
are very exceptional; and then our 
duty will be so clear that there can 
be no mistake. But for the most

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part God will speak in the results 
of deliberate consideration, weigh- 
ing and balancing the pros and 
cons. 

When Peter was shut up in 
prison, and could not possibly ex- 
tricate himself, an angel was sent 
to do for him what he could not 
do for himself; but when they had 
passed through a street or two of 
the city, the angel left him to con- 
sider the matter for himself. Thus 
God treats us still. He will dictate 
a miraculous course by miraculous 
methods. But when the ordinary 
light of reason is adequate to the 
task, He will leave us to act as 
occasion may serve. 


IV. — We Must Be Much In Prayer 
For Guidance 


The Psalms are full of earnest 
clear direction: 
“Show me Thy way, O Lord, lead 
me in a plain path, because of mine 
enemies.” It is the law of our Fa- 
ther’s house that His children shail 
“If any 
man lack wisdom, let him ask of 
God, who giveth to all men liberal- 
ly, and upbraideth not.” 

In a time of change and crisis, 
we need to be much in prayer, not 
only on our knees, but in that 
sweet form of inward prayer in 
which the spirit is constantly offer- 
ing itself up to God, asking to be 
shown His will; soliciting that it 
may be impressed upon its surface, 
as the heavenly bodies photo- 
graphed themselves on prepared pa- 
per. Wrapt in prayer like this the 
trustful believer may tread the 
deck of the ocean steamer night 
after night, sure that He who 
points the stars in their courses will 
not fail to direct the soul which 
has no other aim than to do His 
will. 

One good form of prayer at such 
a juncture is to ask that doors may 
be~shut, that the way be closed, 
and that all enterprises which are 
not according to God’s will may be 
arrested at their very beginning. 
Put the matter absolutely into 
God’s hands from the outset, and 
He will not fail to shatter the 
project and defeat the aim which 
is not according to His holy -will. 


V.— We Must Wait the Gradual 
Unfolding of God's Plan 
In Providence 


God’s impressions within and 
His word without are always cor- 
roborated by His Providence 
around, and we should quietly wait 
until these three focus into one 
point.

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time we have been wonderfully 
blessed in a financial way and are 
giving our testimony upon request.

Be- 
hind are the Egyptians; right and 
left are inaccessible precipices; be- 
fore is the sea. It is not easy-at 
such times to stand still and see 
the salvation of God; but we must. 
When Saul compelled himself, and 
offered sacrifice because he thought 
that Samuel was too late in com- 
ing, he made the great mistake of 
his life. 


God may delay to come in the 
guise of His Providence. There was 
delay ere Sennacherib’s host lay 
like withered leaves around the 
Holy City. There was delay ere 
Jesus came walking on the sea in 
the early dawn, or hastened to 
raise Lazarus. There was delay ere 
the angel sped to Peter’s side on 
the night before his expected mar- 
tyrdom. He stays long enough to 
test patience of faith, but not a 
moment behind the extreme hour 
of need. “The vision is yet for an 
appointed time, but at the end it 
shall speak, and shall not lie; 
though it tarry, wait for it, because 
it will surely come; it will not tar- 
ry.” 
It is very remarkable how God 
guides us by circumstances. At one 
moment the way may seem utterly 
blocked, and then shortly after- 
wards some trivial incident occurs, 
which might not seem much to 
others, but which to the keen eye 
of faith speaks volumes. Some- 
times these signs are repeated in 
different ways in answer to prayer. 
They are not haphazard results of 
chance, but the opening up of cir- 
cumstances in the direction in 
which we should walk. And they 
begin to multiply, as we advance 
towards our goal, just as lights 
do as we near a populous town, 
when darting through the land by 
night. express. 

Sometimes men sigh for an an- 
gel to come to point them their 
way; that simply indicates that as 
yet the time has not come for 
them to move. If you do not know 
what you ought to do, stand still 
until you dv. And when the time 
comes for action, circumstances, 
like glow-worms, will sparkle along 
your path; and you will become so 
sure that you are right, when God’s 
three witnesses concur, that you 
could, not be surer though an an- 
gel beckoned you on. 

The circumstances of our daily 
life are to us an infallible indica- 
tion of God’s will, when they con- 
cur with the inward promptings of 
the Spirit and with the Word of 
God. So long as they are station- 
ary, wait. When you must act, 
they will open, and a way will be 
made through oceans and rivers, 
wastes and rocks. 

We often make a great mistake, 
thinking that God is not guiding 
us at all, because we cannot see 
far in front. But this is not His 
method. He only undertakes that 
the steps of a good man should 
be ordered by the Lord. Not next 
year, but tomorrow. Not the next 
mile, but the next yard. Not the 
whole pattern, but the next stitch 
in the canvas. If you expect more 
than this you will be disappointed, 
and get back into the dark. But 
this will secure for you leading in 
the right way, as you will ac- 
knowledge when you review it 
from the hill-tops of glory. 

We cannot ponder too deeply the 
lessons of the cloud given in the 
exquisite picture-lesson on Guid- 
ance (Num. 9:15-23): “And on the 
day that the tabernacle was reared 
up the cloud covered the taber- 
nacle, namely, the tent of the tes- 
timony: and at even there was 
upon the tabernacle as it were the 
appearance of fire, until the morn- 
ing. So it was alway: the cloud 
covered it by day, and the ap- 
pearance of fire by night. And 
when the cloud was taken up from 
the tabernacle, then after that the 
children of Israel journeyed: and 
in the place where the cloud abode, 
there the children of Israel pitched 
their tents. At the commandment 
of. the Lord the children of Israel

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chinch-bugs were again destroying 
field after field of grain, we reaped 
a@ good crop. For instance, my 
neighbor had three fields of oats, 
two on the west side of my field 
and one on the south side, about 
forty acres each. These fields did 
not produce enough grain to thresh, 
and the crops were a total loss. 
On another forty acres on the east 
side of my field, another farmer 
got about one hundred bushels; 
thus on three adjoining fields to 
mine, one hundred and twenty 
acres, the total harvest was about 
one hundred bushels of oats. My 
forty acres were given the same 
care as the other fields, but, be- 
cause of the almost freedom from 
the bugs, I was able to harvest 
seven hundred bushels of oats. 


“My brother has a farm ad- 
joining mine, and we each had 
sixty acres of corn. Each field re- 
ceived the same cultivation and at- 
tention, but the one was troubled 
with chinch-bugs, the other was 
not. My brother had seven hun- 
dred and seventy-two bushels of 
corn off his sixty acres and I had 
twelve hundred and twenty-eight 
bushels from mine. So I can testi- 
fy that the Lord provides abun- 
dantly for those who love Him and 
pee His work.” (R. C., Utica, 

-)

Some Objections Answered 


At this point I want to call at-. 
tention to a few of the many ob- 
jections that are advanced for not 
tithing. 

(1) Many complain that they do| 
not know what their net income | 
amounts to. If you do not, you 
must be a very poor business man. 
You must know at least approxi- | 
mately. Suppose we should reverse | 
the command, that is, suppose the | 
church were commanded to pay. 
you an amount each year equal to) 
one-tenth of your income. What | 
do you think would happen? You | 
would come up at the end of the | 
year with it figured down to a pen- | 
ny, would you not? I find that the | 
fellow who advances this flimsy ob- | 
jection, like all the rest, is look- | 
ing for an excuse to get out of do- | 
ing his duty. Such an excuse re- | 
minds me of a certain tight-fisted | 
man who was asked to contribute 
to foreign missions. He said he did 
not believe in foreign missions — 
plenty of heathen at home. He was 
later asked to contribute to home 
missions. This time he objected on 
the ground that the money was 
not properly spent. The town in 
which he lived was about to im- 
prove and beautify the cemetery. 
They wanted to put a fence around 
it and thought he would surely con- 
tribute to this cause. But he said, 
“No, it does not appeal to me; those 
that are in can’t get out, and those 
that are out don’t want in, so it 
doesn’t need a fence around it.” 
Therefore he gave nothing. 

(2) You say, “I do not think 
tithing is fair for the rich and poor 
alike.” God makes no distinction, 
the obligation is binding upon all 
alike. You might apply the same 
argument to Sabbath keeping, and 
say that the poor man could not 
afford to keep the Sabbath because 
of the great need of his family. 
But I find that it is not the poor 
man who makes this objection. As 
a matter of fact, statistics show 
that he is more ready to tithe than 
the well-to-do, or the rich. I find 
too often that this excuse is used 
by the rich as a cloak to cover 
up the meanness and stinginess of 
their own hearts. 

(3) Says another, “I believe in 
giving until a person feels it.’’ Well, 
that would certainly be a poor prin- 
ciple to go by. Many would feel 
a greater pang when they gave 
ten cents than others when they 
gave ten dollars. Some pecple never 
give a dime to the Lord’s work that 
they do not feel like singing, “God 
be with you till we meet again.” 
Too many peuple give, not accord- 
ing to their means, but rather ac- 
cording to their meanness. If it is 
left to impulse, if I am of a gen- 
erous nature, I shall give a great 
deal before I feel it; and if I am 
of the opposite make-up, I shall 
feel a every time I put a 
nickel in the collection plate. Think
